vice offers magnificent opportunities to
yountr men and women to do work
that needs to be «lone. A ureat deal of
th.. work ha.« been done verv ineffi¬
ciently, but training schools for pub¬
lic- -service have been established re¬

cently, especially in connection with
state universities. The University of
Texas and the Vniversity of Mirhiiran,
for example, have schools of municipal
administration."

Perhaps the best known of these
training schools for public service is

conduct.« ..«, N,.w York bv the Rureau
Of Municipal Research. It was founded
°y **.. u\ H. Haniman, John D.
Rockefeller. Jacob Sehr'T and others.
The director of the school i«« Dr.
Charles Heard, professor of politics at
Columbia.

City Manager«!.
"Cities are looking for city man¬

agers men who can handle municipal
corporations and put them and run
them on a business basis," said Pro¬
fessor Ke.ard.
"Public departments throughout the

country are seeking efficient adminis¬
trators. Pureaus of municipal research
need 'municipally trained' engineers,
accountants, lawyers, health men and j
general investigators able to survey
methods, results and needs of city de¬
partments."

Women Needed.
"You speak of the need of men," I

interrupted. "Aren't women needed,
too, in the city service?"
"They i.re needed." Professor Reard

said decidedly.
"We have women students here, and

a number of trained women are doing
first class work on municipal problems.
They are making school surveys, stud¬
ies of cost of living, infant mortality,
milk supply, moving pictures and ex¬

pensive stationery used by city depart¬
ments, for example."
And so women have come, highly

trained, into community housekeeping,
and woman's place is now the city.

University and City Conferences.

A conference on the relation of the

universities to public service will be

held in Roston August 24 to 27. The

plan comes from Wisconsin, where the

arrangement meets the community's
need of expert service as in no other

place that I know of.
Secretary Lane said: "I am con¬

stantly having men urged upon me for

positions that they are absolutely un

able to fill.

A'alaria Is Spread by Persons,
Not Insects, in Winter.So

Washington, July 29. A new method
of warfare against the elusive malaria

germ, whose migration from human

beings to mosquitoes and back again
have made him exceedingly hard to

catch, has been devised by the Public
Health Service. So far it has proved
impossible to exterminate the jrcrms,
because some wandering mosquito al-

wayi managed to carry off enough to

start the epidemic anew.

Now, however, the experts see suc¬

cess ahead, for they have found that

durinK the winter the mosquito loafs

on his job as disease carrier and that

the new supply of germs must come

each year from infected persons. The

'. answer is easy determine the appoint¬
ed season, catch all infected persons

land destrov each private menagerie of

germs.
Quinine, says M. Rruin Mitzmain,

who conducted the experiments, will do

the trick.
"At any time previous to May 15," de¬

clared Mr. Mitzmain in his report to

the surgeon general, "protection from
malaria may be secured by treating
with quinine all the human carriers,
so that the insect carriers may not be
permitted to carry out their role in

completing the cycle. Failing this,
prophylactic measures among healthy
and other susceptible persons may be
instituted any time from May 15 to

June 1, when it is considered the com¬

pletion of the mosquito cycle in this
locality makes preventive measures

urgent."

Mrs. Fernandez began without pre¬
amble, her first topic being the "Not-
Vetters."

Eventually, Why Not Now.

"Really, this sort of thing exas¬

perates me very much," she said spirit¬
edly. "'Not yet' is such a futile thing
to say. There are always the 'Not»
Yetters'; the history of every radical
movement, shows this group of those
who are afrai«! of the new thing, afraid
of change. I'rtifessor Robinson at Co¬
lumbia, in one of his books, says that
even during the Intjuisition there must
have been those who said, 'Oh, let's
not abolish the Inquisition entirely
quite yet; just let the horrors be not
quite so horrible.' The Not-Yctters
don't accomplish anything except hin¬
drance. And not as much of that as

they would like, doubtless.
"Now, Miss Rudyard says that suf¬

frage methods cost too much. Well,
cost is relative to the value of the
goal; if the thing desired is'desired
enough, any price will be cheap. Would
we rather travel an easy road that
leads nowhere than a hard one that
takes us to a »rich land? And beides, I
don't admit for one second that suf¬
fragists are -sacrificing too much. I
think the present type of woman is the
finest woman there has ever been. She
has integrity, far-sightedness, human-
neaa, the ability to do the day's work
those four «jualities most to be desired
in men and svomen. Suffrage is de¬
veloping her, educating her.

"And right here let me say that
when Miss Rudyard talks about
'edi cation, not agitation,' she it
talk ng academically. More than
that, the it talking about educa¬
tion at it once wat. not at it it.
Education uted to be learning to

do; now it it doing to learn. Edu¬
cation at viewed by modernt it a

practical thing, an active working
batit for living. So, 1 say, the min¬
ute women have the ballot, that
minute retpontibility it going to
settle upon them and they will get
extremely buty. Women will feel
that the burden of proof rettt upon

them and they will make good.
That's human psychology; we al¬
ways live up to a standard when
success depends upon it. There's
no such thing as learning first and
doing afterward. The two things
are simultaneous. And besides,
we're not an entirely ignorant class;
women as a whole are better edu¬
cated than men."

Women and Democracy.

"Mis* Rudyard snys we mustn't asl
for representation because we'r«
women. Quite ripht, but certainly be
cause we're human beinps, presumiibh
living under a democracy. Eirsf of all
woman suffrape is a distinct ripht, if
wp wish to maintain a democratic gov
ernment. 'Government should dcpen«;
upon the will of those poverned' may
be a trite phrase, but it has a world of

meaning. And women, beinp governed,
have a right to express their will in the

«only forceful wav there is of doinp it¦

by votinp. Hut that's the mere begin-
ning. Just the ballot in itself would
mean nothinp if it did not lead to

bipper things. Rut there are these
considerations: that women will have
freedom to develop in all directions;
that opportunity will be thrown open
to them in every line of achievement;
that they «vill he able to improve their
own conditions of living and workinp.
One woman out of every three in New
York City is a workinp woman. The
average wage is $7 to $8 a week. But
what pood does it do to try to get lep-
islation throuph if you're not a voter?
Xone. What good have women's strikes
ever done? Xone.

"Then, next, there is tUO fact that
women bave a preat deal to offer to the
world, and the world, self-sufficient as

it may be, is every dav receivinp the

benefit of women's minds and work;
the vote will only make her more force¬
ful. Rut lastly, and most important,
the freedom of women is going to make
for democracy, and democracy means

the richest development of the race. I

don't mean anything by democracy so

philanthropic as 'improving mankind,'
but I do mean that state of society
where each person has the full oppor¬
tunity to express himself.
